During the four years of desper- 
ate fighting that ended in the tri- 
umph of the Allied arms, King 
Albert of Belgium has been a capti- 
vating figure, a modern Chevalier

He has shared the for- 
tunes of his soldiers in the trenches, 
and during the darkest days his 
courage and faith have never 
wavered.

Northern Pacific Goes 
Ashore Off Fire Island 


N New Year’s Day, 1919, the transport Northern Pacific, 
() returning from abroad with more than 3,000 troops on board, 
of whom over 1,700 were wounded, went ashore about six i 
miles from the lifesaving station of Point 0’ Woods, opposite Fire 
Island. Every available vessel in New York harbor was sent im- 
mediately to her relief and the work of transferring the wounded 
to the shore, 200 yards away, was begun. The sea was heavy and 
great difficulties were met with by the rescuers. Lines were rigged 
to the shore and many were ferried over in that way. The blinded 
and crippled were led or carried to boats which transferred them 
to shore or to nearby vessels. Bonfires, food, and blankets were in 
readiness and all were finally saved after desperate exertions.
